Located  in  northwestern  Montana,  Sanders  County  is  Montana's  1 8th 
most  populous  with  1 0,227  residents,  according  to  the  2000  Census. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1 905  and  named  after 
Wilbur  Fisk  Sanders,  pioneer  and  U.S.  senator  from  Montana.  Thomp- 
son Falls,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  48th  largest  city  with  a  population 
of  1 ,32 1 .  The  city  is  surrounded  by  millions  of  acres  of  National  Forest 
offering  a  variety  of  recreational  activities,  including  camping,  hunting, 
berry  picking  and  wildlife  viewing.  Thompson  Falls  dam  was  built  in 
1917  and  visitors  can  view  the  spectacular  sight  from  a  wooded  island. 
The  Clark  Fork  River  runs  through  the  area  providing  water  recreational 
activities. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Sanders  County  households  in  1 997  was  $24, 183.  The  county  is 
2,790.2  square  miles  in  area;  2,762.3  square  miles  in  land  area  and  27.9 
in  inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to 
the  Western  Regional  Climate  Center,  the  average  minimum  tempera- 
ture in  Thompson  Falls  in  January  between  1 956  and  2000  was  20.6 
degrees  above  zero.  The  average  maximum  temperature  in  July  was 
87. 1  degrees  above.  The  annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period 
was  23.28  inches  and  the  growing  season  was  from  May  3 1  to  Aug.  30 
(last  and  first  frost).
